Hawarden, May 19. Mr. William 
Kwarl Gladstone siicc ii ui bed to his 
long illness at 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. He passed away as peacefully 
and calmly as if falling asleep, in the 
presence of Mrs. < Hailstone, who for 
days had refuseil to leave the bed 
chamber, and other members of the 
family . Kver since yesterday morn- 
ing he had been sinking very rapidly, 
ami shortly before noon his physicians 
expresMtl the belief that their dis- 
tinguished patient would die Inifore 
the siuking of the sun. 

Mr. Cladstone waa unconscious 
when Ihe end came, anil was iu no 
pain whatever. 

Aliout I o'clock ijuick movement* 
alMiut the eorriders of the castle and 
glimpses of people passing hurriedly 
lo and fro before the lighted wiudows 
gave evidence that the supreme mo- 
meat could not lie far off. 

Naturally it was impossible to ob- 
tain information, as all thole in the 
a»tle were near the death chamber. 
At .'. o'clock the long watch euded 
and the tlnal bulletin was brought 
out announcing that Mr. Gladstone 
had passed calmly from one sleep to 
another. 



The following bulletin was posle.1 
at li a. m. : 

•To the natural course of things, 
the funeral will be at Hawarden. Mr. 
Glatlaloue expressed a strong wish to 
have no Mowers at his funeral ; and 
the family will ha grateful if this de- 
sire ia strictly respected.' ' 

Mr. iHsdstone had been uncon- 
•cioua all day, though at time* he 
aeemeil to recognize for a moment 
some of the watchers about him. 
Certainly be did recognize his wife. 
She tenderly clasped her husband's 
hand as she watched him. Appar- 
ently he slept a good deal ; occasion- 
ally be uttered a few wot. Is iu an 
incoherent, dreamy way, words which 
those who were watching were unable 
to catch. Their only consolation 
was that be was suffering no pain. 
No narcotics were administered. 

Though a national funeral will 
probably be accepted by the family, 
there is little doubt that the remains 
of Mi Cladstone will be laid to rest 
in Hi. peaceful graveyard at Hawar- 
den. ■ Ijoining the church in which he 
was n irried more than half a century 
ago.

War is a business, and should be 
conducted u«i the same lines as toy 
large aud comprehensive business 
transaction. The resources of this 
country are vast and unequalled by 
auy other country in the world, and 
yet this country today is unprepared 
for wsr. 

The war will probably be over, as 
far as the heavy lighting is con- 
cerned, before we are thoroughly 
prepared for a great war. No better 
UrB at ration of this fact is found than 
in the delay that is taking place in 
sending supplies to Admiral Dewey. 
Hail the nation been ready for war, 
preparations would have been com- 
puted for sending troops and sup- 
plies to Dewey baton he ever left 
Hong Kong on his memorable voy- 
age to Manila ; and the first news of 
the victory on May 1st would have 
been the signal for the supply lleet 
to weigh anchor ami sail. Hut now 
two weeks have elapsed and the lirsl 
■Up load of reinforcements and sup- 
Mm has just been lent to the victor 
of Manila. 

I he call for volunteers was made 
nearly four weeks ago, and today 
less than 125,000 soldiers, regular- 
and volunteers, have been mobilized. 

These delays are no fault of the 
administration or of the olllcers 
directing the movements of the war. 
They arise simply from the fact that 
war is a busiuess, snd s nation must 
be prepared for war all the time if it 
would avoid delays when war actually 
exists. 

The President, in his wis loin, fore- 
saw these delays aud consequently 
labored for peace while preparing for 
war. The time thus gained was 
used to the best advantage. But 
much remained to be done. While 
it is by no means reassuring that this 
nation should be on a war footing at 
all times, as art the great power- of 
Kuiope. it i* necessary tost much 
more attention be paid to the army 
and navy departments in the future 
than has been in the past. If the 
1' nited State* is unfortunate enough 
to be drawn into another war with a 
Kuropean nation, it will be some one 
much stronger thsn Spain and one 
that will be able to take advantage of 
delays caused by our uuprepared 
condition, should our policy of the 
future be like thst of the past. 

Tuk Austrian government has de- 
cided to retain the duties on wheat 
in the expectation lLat the local crops 
will soon supply the public demand 
without undue suffering among the 
masses. Italy has suspended the 
duty, and is now having bread riots 
in her great cities. Uusaia has pro- 
hibited the exportation of wheat, and 
in central Kuropc the condition ol 
the growing cereal crops is a matter 
of gravest concern in oflkial circles. 
The wheat growers the world over 
will have their big inning this year, 
unless all international signs shall 
fail and the vn»l returns to the Amer- 
ican wheat growers will make thous- 
ands of farmers independently 
wealthy.
